Well-Known Ball-PIayer and
Owner Bland Unable to

Agree.

WANTS IRONCLAD CONTRACT
r.Sjn*; lul tt Tlie Tlme* Dlnpatcli.lNORFOLK. VA., December ls..Win

Clr.ik will not manago the Truckt-rs
next season. Yesterday, when lie and
Owners C. T. Bland. got together tosign artlcles for the season there was
a dlsagreement. and all negotiatlons
were llnaliy called off.
Clark is recognlzed as one of the

best managers in mlnor league com¬
pany, and the fans of Portsmouth arc
illsjippointcd thal he is not to lead
thelr liam next season. That Clark
will qulckly flr.d a herth is certain.

"I liad an agreement with Owner
Bland last fall that I was to have
a contract with his club. wlth whlch
the National Assoclation was to have
nothlng to do," explalncd Clark to-
day. "It was dlstlnctly. ajyeed that
I was not to be rescrved and that 1
was to ho ahsolute manager' of the
team. Pnder these- conditions I thought
I could get along wlth Mr. Bland and
glve tlie Truckcrs a wlnnlng ball club.
Por weeks I have been at work wlth
this end in vkw. slgning players, put¬
ting- out strings for others and getting
.everythlng- In shape to jump Into the
race from the start.
"When Mr. Bland presented thejeon-tract 1 found it exact ty to tlie reversc

of our verbal agreement. binding me
tooth and toe riall to the club ann re-
strlc'tlhg my authorit'y to such an ex¬
tent tliat I cannot sign lt lu justlce tc
myself,"
When seen. Owner Bland said lie

was excecdlngly s.orry that he was
unable to agree wlth Mr. Clark and se.-
cure hls servlces for next season. Hc
admltted tliat he liad hoped to have
Win at the head of the Truckers, be-
lieving him to be one of the best men
in mlnor leagues, but declared that
it was imposslble to do so under tlu
conditlons laid down by the player.Mr. Bland declares that Clark de-
manded an iron-bound contract, whicl:
gave hlm his salary for the entlre sea¬
son. ($200 per nibnth), whether or not
he gave satlsfaction to the club antl
patrons. Ile clalms that ln addltlon tic
the salary Clark was to recelve $30C
bonus if the club flnlshed one, tw'c
or three in the race. He declares that
tlie spllt was over the ironrdad clause
in tho contract.

l.l.-iit.-iiniK Le MaHiirler'M Il.-nlli.
In his official report notifylng tho

Adjutant-General of tho death of First
Lieutenant Robt. Lc Masurler. Captaln
J. R. Tucker, of Company C, Rlchmond
Llght Infantry Blues, departs from tb,e
usual custom and pays thc dead oftlcer
this tender tribute:

"In renderlng this report. I cannot
refraln from cxpresslnx my hlgli opin¬
ion of Lieutenant Le Masurler, botli as
a soldler and ns a man. Hls lionorable
record ns an officer ln the Flrst Vir¬
ginia Regiment is to he found In the
records of tlie Adjutant-General's of¬
llce, and needs no e.labovation from me;
as an officer of lhe Third Virginia Vol-
untecrs during tlie War with spaln, ho
rendered consplcuous service to the
Common wealth and tlie Federal gov¬
ernment. Subsenuently acceptingr 'n
commlsslon as captain of L'aitcd States
volunteers, he saw service in the Phll-
Ippine Islands, and was comniended for
gallantry in aetion.

'Hls linul mllltary service was per-formed'as an enllstt-d man and an of¬
ficer of Company "C," Rlchmond Light
Infantry Blues' Battalion, where, byhls rheerful acceptance and dlscharge
of evory duty Imposed, hls kind hut
firm enforcement of dlscipline, and hls
thorough knowledge of things mllltarv,he commanded the respect, ad'mlratio'ii
and aftection of every oftlcer and man
of the organlzatlon.
"The Commonwealth has lost a faith-

ful. brave and cap'able officer, and the
company has in addltlon lost a devoted
friend, a loyal comrade whose place
cannot be fllied."
